; ZILLTAM and MARY by the Grace o. GOD, King and Queen 
ot Great Britain, France and Ireland, Detendets ot the Faith : 
To | Macers 
' of Our privy Council, or Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that 
fpatt, conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting. For- 
aſmuch as, We underſtand that a great many Souldiers of the Forces prelently un- 
der Our Pay, and in Our Service within this Our antient Kingdom and Ab oad, 
have Deſerted their Colours, and do Skulk and hide themſelves in obſcure la- 
ces, being afraid to return to Our Service, out of Dread of that Juſtiy Deſerved 
Puniſhment due ro Deſerters, by the Severity of Military Laws: For Remeid 
whereof, and thar all Souldiers who have Deſerted as ſaid is, may be Inexcuſable 
and receive that Condign Puniſhment due to Deſerters by the Military Laws, in 
caſe they ſhill not give Punctual Obedience to this preſent Proclamation, There- 
fore, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, do hereby Pe- 
remptorily R equire and Command, all Souldiers within this Our antieat King. 
dom, who have been in Our Service, and under Our Pay, in any of the Regi- 
ments, Troops, or Companies now in Our Service, within this Our antient 
Kingdom, or furth thereof, ( who have not left the ſame upon a Paſs granted to 
them, by their Captain or other Superior Officer, ) to return to Our Service, 
and preſent themſelves to the Commander in Chief, or any Commiſſionat Offi- 
cer of Our Forces within our ſaid Kingdom, And We with Ad ice torelaid,; 
Pardon and Indemnifie them and every one of them, who ſhall return and pre- 
ſent themſeives in manner foreſaid, within two Moneths after the date hereof, 
Certitying all ſuch who ſhall not return and accept, and take the Benefit of this 
Our Gracious Indemnity within the ſpace foreſaid, they ſhall be Treated as De- 
ſerters, when, and wherever they ſhall be ſeiſed on without Mercy, And We 
with Advice foreſaid, Require and Command all Magiſtrats and Miniſters ot the 
Law within this Realm, to Concur with, an! be Aſſiſting to the Officers of Our 
Forces, and ſuch as ſhall be imployed by them, in Seifing and Securing the per- 
ſons of all ſuch Deſerters (in manner ſpec fied in the former Proclamations, Jas ſhall 
not accept of the Benefit of this Indemnity, within the ſpace above- written. 
OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, and We Charge you ſtrictly and Command, 
that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſs of gAin- 
burgh, and to the Mercat · croſſes of the whole Head- Burghs within this Kingdom, 
and there by open Proclamation, make Publication hereof, that none may pre- 
tend Jenorance, - And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed. 75
